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The Growing Alliance Spirit 


in Germany. 


By Count A. von Bernstforff. 


Ix the New Year, so soon to dawn, the 
Evangelical Alliance can look back on sixty 


years of work. Many things change in such 
a long period ; fortunately, principles remgin, 
and those principles which were from above 
remain unshaken, even when the feelings of 
men change. When Jesus prayed for His 
disciples, and for all those who through their 
word would believe in Him, it was Un great 
desire that they should be one. The bis- 
torical development of the Churches went 
quite in another direction. Though believers 
maintained that the body of our Lord is one, 
it remained a matter of faith; but nothing 
was visible. The one Church of Christ was 
rent into three large bodies—the Roman 
Catholic, the Greek Catholic, and the Pro- 
testant Churches. The Church of Rome 
maintained her outward unity; she claims 
to be the Church, and her organization ex- 
tends over many countries. The Greek 
Church is closely connected with the State, 
so that her position is somewhat different in 
Russia and in other smaller countries. As 
to a Protestant Church, it does not exist 
as such. There are a great number of Pro- 
testant Churches, State Churches, and Free 
Churches; but their oneness is only an ideal 
one—an article of faith. This, however, is 
not a right state of things; it is not what it 


ought to be; and this induced our fathers. 


to found the Evangelical Alliance. It was 
impossible to realize at once all that was 
desired. To unite the Churches into one 
would be a futile attempt. It is even doubt- 
ful whether that will ever take place. When 
the Lord returns, He will gather His elect out 
of all Chuches, but these outward organiza- 
tions will probably remain separate. There- 
fore the Alliance very wisely never attempted 


to unite the Churches. She was truly

_better and through worse days. When the 


truly pious and evangelical King Frederick 
William IV. of Prussia received the General 
Conference of the Alliance in Berlin in 1857, 
it seomed a good time. But difficulties arose. 
In Germany the bulk of the people belong to 
the Lutheran Church. The Pastors thought 
that the Alliance was an inducement for the 
members of their flocks to leave them and join 
Dissenting Churches, and opposition .grew. 
The only feature of the Alliance which made 
headway was the Week of Prayer; but even at 
these prayer meetings at the beginning of the 
year, the tendency was to grant to the 
members of the Free Churches only a small 
representation, in comparison to the number 
of their Church members. This, of course, 
was not fair, as the members of the Free 
Churehes are generally people who, by their 
own convictions, joined them, while our 
National Churches comprise everybody who 
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is not a Roman Catholic or a Jew, or who did 
not expressly leave the Church. In this large 
mass there are, of course, many true believers, 
but naturally fewer in comparison than io 
the Free Churches. For a long time the 
friends of the Alliance thought that the 
day had not come yet to make the cause 


popular in Germany, but throughout all this 
time they have never once given up bbisting 
the flag. Each Week of Prayer has been a 
testimony for the Alliance. About ten years ago 
the German Branch of the Alliance instituted 
every two years a National Conference. The 
first was held in Berlin in 1894, the second at 
Cassel in 1896, the third at Essen in 1898, the 
fourth at Heidelberg in 1900. Then there was 
an interval of five years, owing to the fact 
that the General Conference was to take 
place at Hamburg in 1902. I will not revert 
here to the reason which made it necessary 
to postpone and then finally to give up the 
Conference. We have had a very good 


National Conference (the fifth) at Hamburg, © 


in June, 1905, but then we did not take much 
notice of the Lutheran clergy. We could 
afford to go on without them, but this would 
not have been possible for the (icumenical 
Conference. The condition under. which 
alone the Church government of the smal! 
state of Hamburg was prepared to welcome 
the Conference was such that it was better to 
give it up. We now earnestly hope that the 
time will soon be near when the German 
Branch willinvite the International Conference 
to take place in the capital of our Empire. We 
have already once expressed our willingness 
to issue the invitation, but at the time there 
were still obstacles in the way. Our German 
Branch is now managed by a committee of 
twelve men, out of which two are chosen by 
each part of the Branch— Berlin, Hamburg, 
Saxony, Southern Germany, and Western 
Germany. The eleventh is the Secretary of 
the Alliance, and the twelfth appointed by 
the committee itself. It has received this 
latter power in order to bring about a fair 
distribution between the denominations, if 
the first election should leave one unrepre- 
sented, As this was the case with the 
Methodists, a minister of that Chureh bas 


The Effects of Revival. 


What, however, most helped on the cause 
of the Alliance is the recent revival of 
religion. We have not got as yet—though 
all our believers are hoping and praving for 
it revival of the strength of the one in 
Wales, but we have a great increase of 
spiritual religion. All through Germany 
souls are being gathered in, and the converts 
are being organized into a Gemeinschaften 
(fellowships). This movement, called officially 
the ‘ fellowship movement,” is so strong that 
the Church governments cannot ignore it. 
In reality it ie a movement for evangeligation 
and sanctification. The pastors often warn 
against it, they throw stones at it from the 
pulpits, but they cannot check it. Fortunately, 
we have also a goodly number of ministers 
who join the movement now. On the whole, 
these organized bodies of Christians remain 
in the National Church—-when there is a 
believing pastor they are the most faithful 
chureh-goers. Our evangeliste wish to bring 
the souls to Christ; they do not wish to mix 
that up with Church questions — they do not 
find it advisable to put the convert before the 
question of a change of religion. But notwith 
standing all this, it is natural that a movement 
which aims at conversion of unbelievers and 
sanctification of believers is rather indifferent 
to minor ecclesiastical questions. The hearts 
are drawn te the great vital questions, and 
in these all evangelical Christians agree. The 
differences a between them lose in 
importance, and therefore the movement has 
been, and is still now, 4 great help to spread 
the work of the Evangelical Alliance, The 
Blankenburg Conference has aleo done a 
great deal in that line, as accounts show, The 

‘Tent Mission,” a new evangelistic agency, 
which goes to different cities with large tents, 
demands that before 4 mission begins ai/ 
organizations should join in a committee to 
prepare the work. 

Now we have only the sigos of a coming 
revival ; when it really comes, more partition 
walle will fall. The writer of these lines 
recently assisted at a Conference at Königs- 


berg. The invitation had been issued under

“ The Conference stands on thie 
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basis of the National Church, but believers of 
other devominations are heartily welcome. 
It was generally desired that next year the 
invitation should say : “ The Conference stands 
on the basis of the Evangelical Alliance.” 


Therefore we have all reason to be thankful 
that the oneness of believers is more and 
more realized, and that the cause of the 


Alliance is steadily progressing. 


The Alliance Deputation 
Copenhagen, Denmark. 


Duni the past summer the Council of the 
Evangelical Alliance received from the Com- 
mittee of the Danish Branch a request for a 
deputation to visit Copenhagen. The Rev. 
F. S. Webster, M. A., Vicar of All Souls’, Lang 
ham Place, W., and the Rev. W. Fuller Gooch 
were the delegates sent, and their visit, from 
October 31st to November 7th, has been 
attended by marked blessing. 

Prior to their arrival in Denmark, Copenhagen 
had been the scene of a remarkable awakening. 
The Rev. H. P. Molierup, one of the Lutheran 
Pastors in the City, has been the instrument 
under God by which this has been brought 
about. 

In an article on the subject contributed to 
the Reord, Mr. Webster, writing since lis 
return from Copenhagen, says : 

“Mr. Mollerup had been greatly stirred by 
reading of the work in Wales and Norway and 
Sweden, and had for some time been leading his 


people into earnest prayer for a definite Revival in 


Copenbagen. The writer remembers a somewhat 
remarkable consecration made by Mr. Mollerup at 


the Wandsul Convention three years ago. In a. 


time of special nearness to God, when the secrets 
of all hearts were being laid bare, he prayed: O 
Lord, I lay upon Thine altar my Lutheran con- 
fession of faith.’ He has since become Honorary 
Secretary of the Danish branch of the Evangelical 
Alliance (which numbers amongst its active Com- 
mittee Count and Countess Von Moltke and Mr. 
Oscar Oxholm, the Controller of the King's house 
hold), and has taken every opportunity of co-opera- 
ting in prayer and fellowship with all the Lord's 
people in Copenhagen. His first step towards 
Revival was to invite the Nenconformist ministers 
of Copenhagen to join with him in prayer. After 
this he felt that God was leading him to start the 
work in connection with the Church to which he 
belonged ; but the Interidr Mission of Copenhagen, 


to whom he applied, were not disposed to take the 
matter up, feeling that by his intercourse with 
Nonconformists Mr. Mollerup had awakened a 
good deal of prejudice on the part of staunch 
Lutherans. Mr. Mollerup then approached a 
prominent Lutheran Pastor (Mr. Finiger), and the 
two decided to undertake the work, securing the 
The largest hall in Copenhagen (the Concert 
Hall on the Bredgarde) was hired. Prayer 
meetings were organized, a choir trained, and 
large posters exhibited. The very first evening 
some five or six thousand tried to get into a hall 
which barely seats two thousand, and overflow 
meetings had to be arranged in other halls and in 
a large church close at hand. At once blessing 
was vouchsafed, and there were convermons even- 
ing after evening. Mr. Mollerup and his friend 
continued at the Concert Hall; while others, both 
clergy and lay men, were found to help in the 
overfiow meetings. The services continued to be 
crowded, and even at the special meetings for 
men only the accommodation was insufficient. 
The after-meetings were full of glorious instances 
of the triumphs of God’s grace. Night after night 
confessions of backsliding and sin poured from 
hearts broken by God's Spirit, and the joy of God's 
salvation was restored to believing souls. Al! 
restraints vanished before the full tide of blessing, 
and the tears of penitents and the rejoicings of the 
new converts made all men sce that God was 
indeed working in their midst. Indeed, so mightily 
did God's Spirit work that many cases Gccurred of 
people being awakened and brought to decision 
for Christ on their way to the hall. The streets 
were filled with echoes of the Revival hymns, the 
chief favourites being the ‘Glory Song’ (Det 
bliver Himien ja Himlen for mig), Like a river 
glorious’ (Fred som kan bevare), and There is 
sunshine in my soul to-day’ (Der er Solskin i min 
Sigel D.

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The Need New Revival. 


An Address delivered in Eastbeurse Town Halil, 
Nevember 15th, 1905, 


By Rev. Canon A. E. Barnes-Lawrence, M.A. 
Vicar of St. Michael's, Blackheath Park, S8. E. 


I STAND m a favoured position this afternoon in 
that my text has been chosen for me. The (:eneral 
Secretary of the Evangelical Alliance has asked me 
to speak upon The Need of a New Revival.” The 
word “new” obviously looks back. I have been 
asking myself to what it refers. Possibly, | 
think, to the year 1859 of 1860, when there 
was a wonderful spiritual awakening, which | am 
not old enough personally to recollect. But there 
are men and women in this hall well able to 
remember the wave of blessing that swept over the 
sister country of Ireland in that year. There were 
manifestations of God the Holy Spirit of the most 
remarkable kind ; and scores, hundreds, of men and 
women were swept into the kingdom of God. A 
clergyman well known, an old man to-day, told me 
that he believed that quite a large proportion of 
the leading Christian men and women to-day in 
England could trace back the time of their con- 
version to God to the Revival in 1860. And that 
isthe sort of thing we want to day. 

We have had something like it in Wales. We 
were all deeply interested, I doubt not, about a 
year ago, in hearing of a remarkable movement in 
the mountains and valleys of the Principality ; and 
with the events of 1860 in my mind, I deter- 
mined to go as soon as | could, and see for myself 
what was actually going on. I was particularly 
favoured. A cousin happens to be the Vicar of 
Swansea, a man in warm sympathy with God's 
work in the Revival, and he put me up. 

I am not going to tell you what you have heard, 
time after time, about details of that wonderful 
work. But there were things that struck me greatly. 
One was the fact—and it is a fact—that men who 


had hardly spoken for years except in language o 


blasphemy now had their lips filled with the praises 
of God, and were able to use the Old and New 
Testaments, as if they had been familiar with 
them from their youth. It was said that the 
ponies down in the mines refused to move on, 


because they could not understand the new. 


language. I asked the Vicar whether this was 
so, or whether it was only an exaggeration. He 


assured me that it actually was a fact that these 


poor brutes failed to understand the word of com 
mand, because it was no longer enforced by the 
usual expletive. 


Result of the Revival in Wales. 


Another thing which struck me was the wonder- 
fully good feeling prevalent between Churchmen 
and Nonconformists. As you know, there have 
been sharper differences between Churchmen and 
Nonconformists in Wales than in any other part of 
our country. Well, as soon as | arrived in Swansea 
| heard that there was to be a meeting at one of 
the chapels, and that Mr. Evan Roberts would 
speak about seven o'clock. I determined to go and 
see and hear for myself. I went about two hours 
before the advertised time, getting there ahout five 
o'clock, and found not only the chapel packed full, 
but the street outside the chapel packed full, too. 
It was only by the effort of four of five policemen 
that I managed to get into the building. I told 
them that I was a friend of the Vicar. They all 
knew him, and they determined to get me in if 
they could. A powerful constable put his hand 
against the wall and pressed his body back, and the 
people back with him, and underneath his arm | 
was interpolated into the building. Somebody came 
up to ask who I was. I replied, “I am a clergy- 
man of the English Church, and have come from 
London,” and immediately I had as warm ard 
hearty welcome as anyone could wish. I was 
shown into the sette fawr,” or bi’ pew, just below 
the platform or pulpit, and actually had an in- 
terpreter placed by my side, so that I might under 
stand what Mr. Evan Roberts or any other speaker 
might say. And a wonderful time it was! I have 
seen what I am talking about; and I can now say 
that the great need of England to-day.is a Revival. 
It will not take the same shape here that it has 
taken in Wales. We do not ask that it should do 
so. The emotions of Welshmen are somewhat 
near the surface. But God can use a man’s 
emotions, and we Englishinen, with our more 
sober, phlegmatic temperament, can have as much 
blessing as ever they have had in Wales—and the 
blessing there is still going on. 
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Why not in Eaglaad aad elsewhere? 


Now, since the Revival broke out in the Princi- 
pality there has been a vast increase of prayer and 
supplication among English Christians in every 
part of England that God would visit us as a 
people. Prayer has been stimulated in a wonder 
ful way by what we have heard and read of in 
the West. The Severn cannot mark the limit of 
God's power. Have we had an answer? I think 
that everyone here would say we have not. There 
have been centres of blessing here and there, just 
as there are wonderful centres of blessing to-day 
in India. But I think we are certainly all agreed 
upon this—that the blessing which we looked for 
has not yet been vouchsafed to us. Why not? 
The question is very important. Where is the 
difficulty? The difficulty is not with God ; there is 
no holding back upon God's part. God longs to 
bless. As an old hymn that we sang as children 
says : 

Ti His great delight to bless us; 
Oh, how He loves '” 

Again, the difficulty is not in the world around 

us. There is a vast amount of wickedness and 
hypocrisy, and a great deal of cheating ; there are 
things going on which should make Englishmen 
ashamed things which come to light every now 
and again in the newspapers. Hut it is not the 
world that is hindering the blessing. No, I am bold 
to say that it is the Church ; it is the Christian 
people; it is the men and women who are called 
by the name of Jesus Christ, who are actually His, 
who are the real cause of hindrance. God works 
through means, and the true catholic Church is 
God's instrument for bringing blessing to the world. 
God uses His people to fulfil His purposes, and if 
blessing lingers we may suspect that the reason 
is in us. I will go further and say that if that 
is so, then we must not begin to think about 
other people, perhaps at Eastbourne, or Black- 
heath, or elsewhere. First of all, we must begin 
to think about ourselves. 
Why is God withholding blessing? What is 
there in us Christian people that stays the bless- 
ing? If we are channels of blessing, what is there 
that chokes up the channel? I wonder if it is 
a growing misuse of God’s Word? Is it true that 
in numbers of pulpits the Word of God is dis- 
credited and used as if it were simply the word of 
man? I am quite certain of this; that in any 
church or chapel where, that is the case, mere 
eloquence may happen to fil] the building, but the 
kingdom of God will not be filled. 

Or does the reason lie in our worldliness? 
We are terribly worldly. When I use the word 
“ worldly,” I take Si. John's definition, the world is 


something which is “passing away, something 
which is of no value for ciernity, but only for 
time. Anything that comes exclusively under that 
description is worldly. I fear that we Christians 
are often using secondary means to fill our 
churches and to fill the kingdom of Cod, which 
God will not vouchsafe to bless. We are getting 
His second best, instead of His best. 


Lack of Unify amongst Christians. 


But there is a third reason which | am quite 
certain is hindering a Kevival, and on this plat- 
form it is the one reason I want to dwell upon 
I mean (he /ack of unity between Christian men 
and women who call Jesus Christ Lord, (Cod has 
so ordered it that unity, not merely understood, 
but manifested, is the condition of the coming of 
the Holy Ghost. See I's. cxxxii.: “ Behold how 
good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity! It is like the precious ointment 
upon the head that ran down upon the beard, even 
Aaron's beard ; that went down to the skirts of 
his garments: as the dew of Hermon, and as the 
dew that descended upon the mountains of Zion ; 
for ‘kere the Lord commanded the blessing, even 
life for evermore.” It is when God's people are 
seen before the world in unity, in Christian love, 
that God will give His blessing ; and He will with- 
hold it if they do not exhibit such uotty. In the 
Acts of the Apostles, it was, as we are told, when 
they were all with one accord in one place” that 
heaven was opened. 

To illustrate this | loo back to two or three 
years of the Christian life of our community in 
Blackheath. It is not that there are no earnest 
Christian laymen and clergymen and ministers in 
Blackheath. I think that, if you judge one 
London suburb by another, Blackheath is highly 
favoured. But, unfortunately, we were all at sixes 
and sevens; there was a great deal of political 
feeling, and the Education Act has not at all 
helped to lessen that feeling. The consequence 
was that Churchmen and Nonconformists, what- 
ever they might say in their pulpits about the 
advantage of unity, did not exhibit it on occasions 
when they might have done so. Our momentum, 
our force, our influence was dissipated. If there 
is any platform upon which Christian men, as such, 
may meet, surely it is the platform of the Bible 
Society. I remember how miserably year after year 
the annual meeting at Blackheath was attended both 
by clergy and ministers. On one occasion I was 
the only clergyman there, and I took occasion in 
moving a vote of thanks to the excellent speakers 
to draw attention to the fact, which I said 1 
regretted, of the absence of my Nonconformist 
friends, and added that I took it as a vote of con- 
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fidence in the Church of England that they had 
left the whole thing entirely in my hands! 

Or again: I hardly like to confess it, but the 
Universal Week of Prayer which the Evangelical 
Alliance has for sixty years organized, instead of 
being a platform of common unity, had really be 
come the illustration of our disunion. The Non- 
conformists went one way and the Churchpeople 
another, thereby utterly stultifying the whole pur- 
pose and object of what surely ought to be one of 
the most helpful occasions in the whole year. 


Effects of Christian Unity on 


Evangelistic Effort. 

But now things are better. How have they got 
better? We have in Blackheath a well-known 
Nonconformist minister (a Congregationalist), a 
Cambridge man, a man of culture and light. He 
came to me one day and said : There are a great 
many people in Blackheath and neighbourhood 
who do not come to any place of worship at all. 
Don't you think that jou and | might do some- 
thing to get these people together on a Sunday 
night after the other church and chapel services 
are over? Will you join me If I had been 
thirty years of age I should have said Ves or 
“No” at once, and being twenty years older | 
said, “I will think about it.” I thought the matter 
over, and it seemed to me that such co-operation 
was wholly according to the mind of Cod. 
knew quite well that it might give offence to some 
of my High Church friends, and | have to think 
about them as much as about other people. But 
it appeared to me that tl e balance was wholly on 
the side of doing as I was invited to do, and 
wrote or spoke to Mr. Fotheringham and said, 
“I will help you.” 

We took the great Concert Hall, which seats 
1,200 people. On the first Sunday night in the 
month we advertised a People’s Service. The 
choirs of my friend’s church, and my own, the two 
organists, one at the harmonium and one at the 
piano, led the singing, together with a little or- 
chestra gathered from both congregations. We 


. published an invitation card, and sent out our 
workers into the by-ways. 


From the very beginning that effort has had 


God's blessing upon it: the Hall has never been 


anything else but full, and we are now beginning 
our second winter in it. In the summer we held 
the services out on the open heath, and we have 
counted over 2,000 persons surrounding tbe 


speakers. We have had good times. Nor is that 
all. When God begins to bless we sometimes 
think we have got all the blessing that we can 
expect, and then find that He has got something 
much better than anything we anticipated. And so 


it was that out of the United Service came a United 
Mission 

There is a society called the Blackheath Christian 
Union, consisting of Christian laymen, who meet 
at one another's houses for prayer, and at mine 
among others. We decided to have an unde- 
nominational Mission in the Hall. I was asked to 
invite either Canon Aitken or Mr. George Clarke 
to conduct it. I invited finally Mr. George Clarke, 
and ne came. The London County Council had to 
interfere—to shut our doors, in fact—to prevent 
more people coming in! It became unsafe to admit 
any more. That went on night after night. On 
Sunday afternoons we had on each occasion over 
100 men, men under the power of God, | am 
not going to count heads and tell you how many 
were born anew; but certainly a good many 
hundreds, at the end of ten days or a fortnight, 
claimed to be converted to God. And, so far as my 
own observation goes, they have stood and stood 
well. All our organizations are quick with new 
life ; new classes have been formed, and there is 
the expectation of further blessing. Nor is that 
all. We are to have our Bible Society Meeting 
again next week. We have a Bishop coming to 
take the chair, and High Churchmen coming, 
and Low Churchmen coming, and Nonconformist 
ministers coming. Do you not see? When God 
begins to bless, He goes on to bless 


What is Schism? 


As I close let me tell you what | heard but the 
other day. In a London picture gallery there hung 
a painting of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
hanging on the Cross. An old man was looking 
at the picture, which he contemplated for some 
time, and as he turned away he said involuntarily, 
“O, Lord Jesus, how I love Thee!” He was 
surprised by a voice at his right hand ; a spectator 
by his side suddenly chimed in, and said, 80 
do 1!” Then there was somebody else on the 
other side who said, Ves, and so do 1!” Here 
were these three men before the picture of the 
crucified Lord, realizing in a moment that they were 
one in Him, and exhibiting unity and love the one 
to the other. We have heard already this afternoon 
of the prayer of the Lord Jesus—* That they all 
may be one.” Brethren, I fear me, the credentials of 
Jesus Christ are greatly compromised and hazarded 
by our want of union. It is no good standing on 
a platform like this and speaking of “the unity 
underlying our unhappy divisions.” How often 
have I heard such phrases! They are mere cant. 
Of course, there is such a unity; we read of it in 


_ Eph. iv., and again in St. John xvii. There is a 


unity which God has made, and which man cannot | 
unmake. But when Jesus Christ uttered those | f 
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words which | have just quoted He was speaking 
of a oneness that would be manifest to the world, 
a brotherhood that would recommend the Church, 
and Himself as its Divine Head, to the world. God 
_has always blessed such manifestations of unity. If 
you want to know what schiem is, it is not separa 
tion from the Church of Rome, it is not separation 
from the Church of England; schism is separea- 
tion from your Christian brother or sister, in whom 
you athnowledge Christ to be. And if you want to 
see the consequences of schism, | would ask you to 
look as soon as possible at the eleventh chapter of 
the First Epistle tu the Corinthians) You remember 
the love-feast there closed with the Lord's Supper, 
and the Lord's Supper was the symbol of unity 
“For we being many are one bread and one 
body”; yet the love-feast had actually become 
the occasion when the Corinthian Christians were 
manifesting their disunion! Now, what said St 
Paul, to whom they had referred the question ? 
He does not mince matters. He said, “ That is 
the reason why many are weak and sickly among 
you.” He said, “ If you do not discern the body” 
—that means not any invisible presence of Christ 
in the consecrated elements, but, as the whole 
context clearly indicates, the Body of Christ, the 
Christian Church—“If you do not recognize or 
discern the body, you eat and drink to your own’, 
condemnation.” 

1 do not know the condition of things here 
in Eastbourne as I used to know it twenty-five 
years ago. But I have seen what is going om 
in Blackheath, and I have seen a wonderful 
alteration in th, last year or so there. Do you 
need any such) dheration in Eastbourne? Then

this Evangelical Alliance gives you the oppor- 
tunity of putting things right with the least 
possible difficulty. Nou are going to have a 
Week of Prayer at the beginning of the New 
Year, and do you, Churchmen and Noncon- 
formists, kneel side by side, | charge you, in the 
Lord's name. If you do not, your pulpits w 
be largely without power, your churches will have 
their services, their machinery, and the like, but 
the whole thing will be weak. I am not speak 
ing of what 1 do not know. If you get any 
occasion when you can unite without any sacri- 
fice of your beliefs as Churchmen or Noncon- 
formists—meetings of the Bible Society and the 
like— use these opportunities, | charge you, or else 
you will lose blessing. These are not days when 
Christian men can afford to stand aloof from each 
other. The times are critical. Unbelief is ram

bones in like a flood. Let us, in God's name, 


close our ranks, not against each other, but against 
the common foe, the foes of Christ. I am a strong 
Chutchman. I know why 1 am a Churchman and

man Who honestly says he differs from me. If I 
cannot Ake away the middie wall of partition 
altogether, I will pull it down so far as to enable

students who are already taking part in the 


various classes, and who have left their homes 


work, and likely to be the means, in God's 
hands, of winning many souls in dark Russia 
for the Lord Jesus Christ. . 
One young brother, JonanN AnTIMENKO, 
writes in a private letter to a friend 
For a long time I have been longing to 
know more about the filling of the Holy 
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Spirit. I asked the Lord to teach me Him- 
poll, and as a reply the question came, was I 
willing to give up all for Christ? I had often 
tried to give my own self-will, but not in the 
right way. Last week we attended some 
special meetings in Berlin, and we sang that 
hymn, Oh, bend me, Lord, and then I saw 
that He must bend my will and make it His. 
A day or two after this some of us Bible 
School students met together for prayer, and 
at this gathering I knew that God had heard 
and answered my prayer for the filling of the 
Spirit. 

Several others of the students also con- 
secrated themselves anew to the Lord, and 
we were full of praise for what God had 
done. Our Bible School is being greatly 
blessed by the Lord, and we are so thankful.” 


Jonann Nassrrerxo has been a sailor for 
many years, and in this capacity has visited 
various parts of the world. He was brought 
up in the Orthodox Church of Russia (Greek). 
but God had a special work for him to do. 
He was convicted of sin, and sought pardon 
in every way the Greek Church could suggest. 
All was in vain, until he met a friend, who 
gave him a Bible and explained the way 
of salvation to him, and very soon he was 
rejoicing in a personal Saviour. He tells of 
terrible trials and persecutions passed through 
for Christ's sake. Both he and his wife have 
been carried off to prison more than once 
because they sought to lead others to Christ. 
At last they came to Odessa, and in his own 
words he writes: 

“As I tried to teach others about the 
Bible, I could not belp seeing how very little 
I understood myself, and yet how I longed 
to help those who were stretching out their 
hands tome. Often when I came home from 
a meeting I sat and wept because the Word 
had not been preached as clearly as it should 
have been, and then I cried to God to show 
me what I should do. 

Now I thank Him that He has led His 
children in Germany to open a Bible School, 
where I, and others like me, may learn all we 
want to know. 

“O Lord, help us according to Thy Word, 


* 


and give us more and more of Thy Spirit, and 


then send us back to Russia, so that souls 
may be won for Thee.” 

This dear brother and his wife have sold 
up their little home in Odessa—literally left 
all, in simple faith—-to come over and seek 
the training which they so much longed ‘--. 
The wife is helping us in the practical work 
connected with making a home for ber coantry- 
men, while the husband gives all his time to 
study in the different classes. 

Trwoscnenxo is the son of a 
Russian Stundist who has aleo suffered much 
for Christ's sake. This son has been brought 
up to know and love the Lord, and his whole 
heart is filled with a desire to spend his life 
in bringing the Gospel to Russia. Gel has 
given him talents which will make him 
eminently useful in his chosen work. He 
bas already mastered the German language, 
and, above everything else, is living a life 
which shows him to be really consecrated to 
his Master. 


Our brother, Jorrs, is an Israslite 
who has been brought to know and love the 
Lord Jesus as his Messiah and Saviour. He, 
too, has been through much persecution from 
his own people, and tells a story which makes 
one’s heart ache for the many thousands of 
Russian Jews who know nothing of our glorious 
Gospel. He has already proved himself a 
useful worker for Christ in Russia in connec- 
tion with the Mildmay Mission to the Jews, 
but feels his need of further teaching in the 
Word, 80 be, too, left home to join our Bible 
School for a course of study. He writes :— ~ 

We are very busy with our various classes, 
which are made more difficult by the fact 
that we are not yet fully acquainted with the 
German language. We are living in wonder- 
ful times, and God is speaking very specially 
to us students just now.” 


It may be interesting to some of our reader 
to have a short programme which will enable 
them to see what kind of study the students 
are taking up, and how the day’s work is 
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mapped out for them. The chief book for 
study is, of course, the Bible, and more than 
two-thirds of the time is given to it. The 
classes are arranged something as follows 

(a) The Books of the Old and New Testa- 
ment are read together and explained. 

(% Two hours are given to teaching as to 
the inspired writers—the times they lived in, 
and the special object and contents of each 
book. 

(c) The history of the Fall and Redemption, 
and God's plan of salvation, especially in 
relation to the Jews. 

(d) Four hours daily to the teaching of 
the Word about God, man, sin; the atone- 
ment, &c. 

(e) One hour to Bible geography, and 
another to the different races mentioned. 

(f) One hour to the study of the types 
and promises. 

(g) Two hours to special preparation and 
practice in public speaking. 

(hk) The outlines of Church history, con- 
fined only to the observation of the way 
in which God has led His Church on to 
victory through the centuries. 

(i) Two hours a week are given to the 
history of missions, and the study of the lives 
of noted missionaries. 

Besides all this, two classes are formed for 
the study of the German language, specially 


intended for the Russian brethren, who 
generally have to contend with this difficulty 
first of all. There is also a class formed for 
those who have time and the wish to study 
Greek. 

On Sunday afternoons and evenings most 


of the students are engaged in practical work 


in the various churches and missions of 
Berlin. | 

Some brethren from other countries, such 
as Poland, Austria, Bohemia, Germany, eto. 
have sought and received permission to join 
our course of study, and these mostly pay 
their own expenses, partly or in whole; some 


are paid for by the Church which sends them 


for training. 

Bat the Russian Win are entirely 
dependent upon the Bible School, and help is 
needed by prayer and means to give them 
the training they seek. Russia needs the 
Gospel. Doors are open to-day which have 
hitherto been closed. Young men willing 
and ready to give their lives to the work of 
evangelization are there, some of them long- 
ing for the training which is so necessary for 
those brought up in a faith so full of error as 
the Greek Church is. Shall we not do our 
best to help this country by sending them 
preachers and evangeliste from their own 
people, who will bring them news of a 
Saviour mighty to save”?

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The Evangelical Alliance and 


the Massacres of Jews in Russia. 


THe action taken by the Evangelical Alliance 
from time to time with reference to the per 
secution of the Jews in various lands has 
elicited many expressions of gratitude from 
the Jewish community and the Jewish press. 
It has done much to set the Christian religion 
in a favourable light before the Jewish mind. 

The entire Protestant world, including the 
secular press, has expressed horror and in- 
dignation at the atrocious massacres which 
have taken place in Russia. | 

We dare not enter into details; it is best 
not. We turn to the subject of practical 
sympathy with the sufferers, which, happily, 
is manifest from all sections of society. 

The Evangelical Alliance was privileged to 
convene the first united meeting of Christians 
for an expression of protest, prayer for the 
sufferers, and conference as to the best means 
of sending relief. 

This meeting, largely attended and repre- 
sentative of all Churches, was held in Exeter 
Hall on Saturday afternoon, Nov. 18th. 
Lord Kinnaird presided, being supported by 
Sir Andrew Wingate, K.C.I.E.; Prebendary 
H. W. Webb-Peploe, M.A.; Rev. F. B. 
Meyer, B. A.; Mr. W. H. Seagram; Revs. 
J. B. Barraclough, John Wilkinson, W. Fuller 
Gooch; Messrs. R. C. Morgan, John Wood, 
and the General Secretary of the Evangelical 
Alliance. 

Among representatives of the various Jewish 
Missionary Societies present on the platform 
were Rev. Isaac Levinsohn (British Jews’ 
Society), Rev. F. A. Dickson (London Jews’ 
Society, in the unavoidable absence of the 
Secretaries), Mr. Samuel Wilkinson (Mildmay 
Mission to the Jews), and Prediger Lipshytz 
(Barbican Mission to the Jews). 

The following account of this important 


and interesting meeting is taken from the 
Times, but we have inserted the resolutions 


in full. 
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Lory KINNAIRD, who presided, said that the Allianc e 
had ever striven to bring liberty and help to oppressed 
peoples in all parts of the world. The Council felt that 
they could not do better than follow the old policy of 
united prayer in the present crisis. They prayed the 
Ruler of the nations that by the wise decisions of those 
at the head of-the Foreign Offices of European nations 
a clear guidance would be given, and that out of the 
crisis Russia might arise in its strength, having liberty of 
thought and speech and freedom of worship. 

Sir A. Wincare said they had met to express collec- 
tively the indignation which each individually felt on 
reading of what had happened in Russia. He feared 
that the acts of barbarism and cruelty of which the 
Russian Jews had been the victims had been participated 
in by those who should have prevented any disorder, and, 
much as this country desired to be on friendly terms with 
Russia, there could be no nate cordiale between 
England and an Executive whose hands were reddened 
with the blood of the Jews. The Evangelical Alliance 
was in touch with religious movements in all countries, 
and he trusted that something: would be done in the way 
of an appeal to all countries and all Churches. 


Prebendary Wann moved the following 
resolution 

“That this meeting of the Evangelical 

Alliance, a Society composed of Christians of 

all Churches, whose object is to manifest the 


unity of the Church of Christ, protests with 


horror against the massacres and spoliation 
of Jews in many towns of Russia by men and 
women bearing the Christian name. The 
British Evangelical Alliance has protested on 
several previous occasions against the cruelties 
which are practised upon Jews in Russia, and 
in other countries, and once again expresses 
cordial sympathy with them in their sufferings 
at this time, and assures them of continued 
prayers to God on their behalf.” 


“That the General Secretary be requested 
to send a copy of this Resolution to the Chief 
Rabbi, the Rev. Dr. Adler.“ 

Prebendary Wess-PerLoe said they desired to avoid 
all emotional excitement or any utterances that might 
be considered unjustifiable with regard to paviicular 
individuals, whether in Kussia or elsewhere. But they felt 
as Christian men the deepest possible sympathy with 
those who had been made to suffer so grievously, and 


desired to join heartily in the movement for their relies. 
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The Rev. Sue to Doveras seconded the motion, 
which was unanimously ado; ted. 

The Rev. Wirtkinson, of the Mildmay 
Mission to the Jews, who intends shortly to proceed to 
Odessa to minister to the relief of the Jewish sufferers, 
read letters from missionaries and others in Russia 
describing the massacres. He called upon the Evangelical 
Alliance to at once open a fund, which would touch 
broader circles of Christian life than perbaps any other. 

The Rev. F. B. Ws moved the second resolution 
as follows :— 

That the Evangelical Alliance expresses 
its readiness and willingness to receive and 
forward any sums of money that the Christian 
public may wish to contribute for the relief of 
sufferers through the anti-Jewish outbreak in 
Russia, such sums to be forwarded at the 
discretion of the Council as a testimony of 
Christian love and sympathy.” 

Mr. Meyer expressed the opinion that very much of 
the anguish which was now befalling Russia was due tg 
its merciless persecution of the Jews. 

The Rev. G. HI. Freepitanner, Rabbi of the Hay. 
market Synagogue, heartily thanked the meeting in the 
name of the Jews for its sympathy. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. W. HI. SGAM, 
and adopted.

We note with gratitude that many of the Free 
Church Counesls are for the first time this )ecar 
adopting the universal programme New pro- 
metal centres are also being opened up Carhesle 
as am example, 5,000 copies of the programme 
having been requisitioned. 

These lines will appear in print too late to allow 
of any further organizing for 100, but we desire to 
urge on Christians of all Churches, members of 
the Evangelical Alliance in particular, the respon- 
sibility of self-denial in order to join the world-wide 
circle of prayer and praise which this hallowed 
Week of Prayer calls forth. 

We remind our readers of the urgent aced for 
prayer at the opening of the New Year. As to the 
Church—on account of our emphasized divisions ; 
our worldliness ; our apathy towards world evan- 
gelization ; the presence in our pulpits of ritualism, 
rationalism, and destructive criticism of the Bible ; 
our lack of love and brotherliness, without which 
our works, good or great, become as sounding 
brass or a tinkling cymbal. 

Then as to the world lying in the hands of the 
wicked one; the triumph of evil; suspicion and 
unrest among the nations; men's hearts failing 
them for fear of the future ; anarchy and lawless- 
ness gaining the upper hand; our own City of 
London presenting social problems perplexing and 
real. Added to this, the issues of a general election 
need prayer, that God will overrule all events, and 
give to our country men who rule in His faith and 
fear. 

This is the dark side. But it would be foolish 
to ignore it. 

On the other hand, there is much to encourage. 
The Throne of Grace; Jesus Christ, the same 
yesterday, to-day, and for ever; the beginnings of 


Revival ; the drops on a thirsty land foretelling, 


we trust, the showers, even a plenteous rain. '

Our Annual Conference 
Newcastle-on-Tyne. 


THOSE who were able to be present at our Fifty- 
ninth Annual Conference, held in Newcastle on- 
Tyne, will agree with the writer that in spirit and 
power it was not behind the best of its predecessors. 
But the attendances were small—possibly due to 
a report supposed to prevail that the Conference 
was one for delegates and members of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance only. 

Be this as it may, from first to last the Conference 
lacked in nothing but the one feature referred to. 
Such was the character of the meetings and the 
power of the addresses that we are inclined to 
think that the next visit of the Alliance to the 
Tyneside will arouse widespread interest. 

We owe much to the arrangements for the Con- 
ference so ably carried out by the genial Secretary 
of the Newcastle Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, Mr. Harry Armstrong. 

In the handsome Connaught Hall, part of thé 
magnificent Y.M.C.A. premises, the Conference 
was held, and here, and in the Y.M.C.A. generally, 
speakers and delegates alike received a warm 
welcome and every comfort and attention which 
the season of the year demanded.

The Rev. C. J]. Hamer, on behalf of the Church 
of England, and Rev. R. Leitch, M.A. (College 
Road Presbyterian Church), then briefly welcomed 
the Conference to Newcastle. The Rev. Trevor 
Fielder, M.A., and the Rev. W. Fuller Gooch 
replied on behalf of the London Council. 

The address by Rev. Dinsdale Young on he 
Basis of the Evangelical Alliance—a Keal Bond 
of Union” gave a spirit and definite tone to 
the Conference. Eloquence, earnestness, can- 
dour, and humour all combined in Mr. Dinsdale 
Young's address to plead for evangelicalism, 
and the Gospel truths forming the basis of the 
Evangelical Alliance.

Scriptures.”

By the Rev. N Leitch, M.. 
College Road Presbyterian Church, 


at the Newcastle Conference. 


I wave been to say a few words in 
way of welcoming the friends who have come 
to address us in connection with this Fifty- 
ninth Annual Conference of the Evangelical 
Alliance. I feel it to be a great honour that 
has been conferred upon me, and certainly, 
I can say, it isa tduty. My heart is 
with the E ical Alliance.

In the past it 
has made a noble, persevering, and consistent 
stand for the verities of our holy reli- 
gion, and has wn a protecting shield over 
persecuted Christians in many lands, and has 
fostered a kindly feeling Christian 
men belonging to all sections of the Church 
of Jesus Christ. It has emphasized in the 
hearing of all Christendom the duty, the 
privilege, and the efficacy of prayer. 

I love the Evangelical Alliance because of 
the names that have been associated with it. 
Some of the holiest, wisest, and most conse- 
crated men that the Church of Christ has ever 
numbered within her ranks have been members 
and supporters of the Evangelical Alliance.

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Our United Testimony to the 
Integrity of God's Word. 


Tun Evangelical Alliance has fulfilled many 
notable services to the cause of the Gospel, but 
few of them rank higher in importance than the 
series of meetings convened in the Kings Hall, 
Holborn, and at Brixton, for united testimony to 
the integrity of the Bible. 

The expense of the undertaking- about (120 
has been borne by the Evangelical Alliance, about 
half of this sum having been so far contributed by 
special donations. Such a testimony is especially 
valuable at a time when we are threatened even 
from wifhin the Christian Church with the loss 
of our all in the attacks on the historical accuracy 
and the iotegrity of the Bible. Following a 
special meeting for prayer on October 16th, the 
gatherings on October 17th and isch were 
largely attended. It will be a source of satisfac- 
tion to provincial and foreign members and friends 
of the Alliance to learn that the Council are 
making arrangements for the publication of the 
valuable addresses in book form. The first meet- 
ing was held on Tuesday afternoon in the King’s 
Hall, Newton Street, Holborn, when a great 
attendance assembled to hear addresses from the 
Dean of Canterbury and Dr. Hanson. . Lord 
K‘pnaird presided, and there were present the 
Rev. Prebendary Webb-Peploe, the Rev. Gilbert 
Karney, the Rev. Evan Hopkins, the Rev. H. G.

Religious Liberty in Portugal. 

We have received the following interesting 
information from Rev. Thos. J. Pulvertaft, 
Secretary of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Church Aid Society :— 

The law of Portugal is in a strange contradic- 
tory position. The Constitutional Charter permits 
religious liberty, and this is the foundation docu- 
ment of the country. The Penal Code, bow 
ever, subjects non-Roman Catholic Portuguese 
to various penalties, and the question of the 
supremacy of the Charter over the Code has never 
been definitely settled by the Courts. The liberal 
character of the monarch has always been on the 
side of religious freedom, and a few years ago 


when Dom Carlos was asked to have a Protestant 


teacher removed from an institution of which he 
was President, his Majesty replied, “ Certainly not. 
I like to have Protestants in the kingdom.” A 
striking proof of the growing spirit of liberty was 
given during the recent visit of the Bishop of 
Down to Oporto and Lisbon. The Bishop is a 
member of the Council of Bishops, who are the 
chief authority in the Lusitanian Reformed 
Church, and, in response to an invitation from 
the Synod, he ordained two students of the Train- 
ing College under Principal Harden. A large 
congregation was present, perfect order prevailed, 
and the preacher on the -Ocedsion was an ex- 
Roman Catholic priest, who, according to the 
Penal Code, is liable to banishment for life. 
When in Lisbon the principal newspaper sought 
an-interview with the Bishop, and in its report of 
his visit the representative described Dr. Welland 
as a “believer in his religion and an earnest 
apostle thereof.” The entire tone of the article 
was most sympathefic, and ten years ago its 
publication in the secular press would have been 
considered an impossible dream. The existence 
of evangelical Christianity in Portugal has been 
frequently recognized at public functions, and 
outside the ranks of the Ultramontane party no 
effort is made to hamper its freedom. It will be 


remembered that the first Protestant school in. 


Portugal owed its existence to the labours of Mrs. 
Roughton, wife of a revered leader of the Evan- 
gelical Alliance, and to-day there are nearly 2,000 
children attending Protestant schools, where the 
Word of God is honoured, and all the pupils are 
taught the foundation truths of Holy Scripture. 
The only breakwater against the n tide of 
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infidelity in Portugal 1s to be found in the straight. 
forward teaching of the Gospel, and unless this 
work goes rapidly forward the religious outlook 
of “‘our oldest ally is dark indeed. Tolerance ix 
sometimes the result of indifference to all religious 
teaching, and, unfortunately, with the waning power 
of Romanism there is too often a revolt against all 
religion. This is the case in Portugal, and is a 
most earnest call to the Lord's people to pray that 
before it is too late the natives may hear the pure 
Word of God preached by men of faith and power. 


Good News from the Neglected 
Continent. 
Dawning Freedom in South America. 


We welcome the following interesting letter 
from our friend, Mr. A. R. Stark, at Callao 
(Peru). Will our readers remember South 
America in their prayers? The cry for help 
in spreading the Gospel in South America is 
urgent. Pray the Lord of the harvest that He 
may thrust forth labourers, to whom the door is 
open in many directions.

Dear Sir and Brother,—The Evangelical 
Alliance has heard with a sympathetic interest 
the cry for help in years past from the Land of 
the Incas. The prayers of Cod's people are being 
heard on behalf of the spiritual needs of these 
lands so full of pathetic interest. Bolivia during 
the recent Congress held in La Paz—ée., The 
Peace,” in Spanish—modified Article 2 of her 
political constitution removing the stricture against 
liberty of worship. This important reform opens a 
door for Protestant missions, and will be of far- 
reaching effect ; and it is hoped that evangelical 
missions will seize on this splendid opportunity. 

Along side of this liberal declaration by the 
central government it is to be regretted that the 
village priest of Romanism is still the determined 
enemy of an open Bible. The daily experience of 
the colporteur is witness to the fact that there 
is no slackening of persecution where the political 
authority is the slave of Rome. On the 15th of 
September. at Tcahuanaco, Bolivia, one of my col- 
porteurs, Felipe Munoz, was mobbed, and left in 
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the market square insensible and well-nigh dead. 
This outrage was committed by the corrigider, local 
authority, without excuse or provocation, on the 
sole ground that Sefior Mufioz was a vendor of 
Protestant Bibles. It is deplorable that a political 
authority, under the evil influence of a priest, should 
set aside the constitutional guarantees of the State, 
as well as violate treaty rights between Great Britain 
and Bolivia. } 

The fact that on the zoth of September the 
present Congress meeting in Lima received tele- 
grams and petitions from liberal institutions and 
evangelical Churches in all parts of Peru, request- 
ing the abolition of Article 4 of the Constitution 
and the granting of religious liberty, is an evi- 
dence that the day of liberty and enlarged oppor- 
tunity for which evangelical missions have been 
labouring is not far distant. We welcome these 
significant signs, and pray that the Christian 
Church be ready to entet and extend the know- 
ledge of the Gospel in this the most neglected part 
of the “ Neglected Continent.”

Release from Prison. 


Acting on advice from the best authorities, 
the Council of the Evangelical Alliance have 
not thought it desirable to make any repre- 
sentations concerning the imprisonment of the 
Spanish conscript, Indalecio Sanchez. 

It will be remembered that early in 1905 
Sanchez, while attending military service in 
the Cathedral at Tuy, refused to kneel on the 
elevation of the Host. For this he was im- 
prisoned, and after spending more than six 
months in prison he has been released. 

At the conclusion of this period Sanchez was 
tried by the highest military court and was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment— already 
undergone. 

He was immediately released, and has re- 
turned to his regiment. 

A correspondent, whose knowledge of Spain 
and Portugal and of all that concerns Pro- 
testantism in both countries is of the best, 
sends us the following comment upon the 
case: 

“ The law is in an unsatisfactory condition, for 
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although Protestant soldiers are not bound to go to 


confession, or attend mass or Roman services in 
barracks, they can be paraded for mass outside 
barracks, and when ‘assisting’ must either ido/a- 
frously kneel, as they believe, or go to prison. The 
attention of Spanish Ministers bas been called to 
this hardship, and one of the most prominent 
members of the last Cabinet promised the matter 
would receive consideration with a view to the 
issue of a Royal Order. Until this is done the 
liberty of a conscript depends on the caprice of his 
commanding officer, for although some officers 
consider the Protestants, and give them posts that 
free them from the duty of attending mass, others 
will place the man on the horns of the dilemma, 
‘Violate your conscience or go to gaol.’ This 
remnant of Spanish intolerance will, it is hoped, 
not long remain, but will give place to freedom for 
every Spaniard to exercise his religious convictions, 
and when doing so he should have the protection, 
not the oppression, of the law.”

The ardour of devotion as our souls 
reach out to God makes us utter words of sacred 
consecration that sometimes we altogether forget. . 


May God grant us grace to live even as we pray.

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The Massacres in Russia. 
Letter from Mr. Samve!l Witkinson. 


To THE GENFRAL SECRETARY OF THE 
EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE, LONDON. 


My dear Mr. Gooch,—So far we have been 
able to strike at the heart of the need in South 
Russia. It is stated on good authority that since 
the Manifesto of the Crear, on the 30th of October 
last, there has been popular violence in 275 towns, 
in most of which Jews have suffered. It is obvious 
that we cannot reach a// the need and suffering. 
After the fullest enquiry that is possible in a country 
where there is no post, I feel that the places 
that specially call to us are Odessa, Kalarasch, 
Nicolaiev, Grossliebenthal (a German colony, 
where a number of ruined Jewish families have 
fied for safety and are now resident), Oudiopol, 
Ackermann, and Ismail. Then there will be a 
few special grants for special cases of suffering in 
other towns. 

Of these towns, Odessa comes first; and there 
we have a work on foot, which, being thorough, is 
slow but effective. At the Home of the Mildmay 
Mission to the Jews, in the Kojaseschkaja, bread 
is distributed daily to from sixty to 100 people, 
while the hundreds of applications for relief are 
booked, classified, and personally visited, relief 
being then instantly given in clothing, furniture, 
and a sum of money according to the proportionate 
need. 

In taking my share in this work I have been in 
many wretched dwellings in the suburbs of Odessa, 
finding furniture broken to pieces, some member 
or members of the family killed or wounded, 
robbed of money and stock-in-trade, and living in 
hourly fear of a repetition of the attacks of the 
“black October days,” as they are called, for the 
days of riot, which were October 31st, November 
ist, 2nd, and 3rd of our calendar, were October 
18th, 19th, 20th, and 21st of the Russian calendar. 

It is impossible to visit except during the few 
hours of full daylight, the poor Jewish quarters 
still being in great danger. Imagine the terror of 
these poor folk, who dare not be seen out after 
dark, but whose shutters cannot shut out the 
mob should they attack again. This form of work 
has given opportunity in every case of witness for 
Christ, and the willingness to listen and the grati- 
tude on the part of the people has in most cases 
been very touching. 

The work I have described, though going for- 
ward, is subject at any moment to suspension ; so 
dangerous and threatening are the conditions at 
present in Odessa. I would ask for special prayer 
for the safety of the workers of the Mildmay 
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Mission to the Jews who are engaged in the 
special relief work in Odessa, viz, Mr. and Mrs. 
Rosenberg and family, Messrs. Drasche, Levinski, 
Kadaschewitz, and Torf. 

There bemg no post in Russia, | have crossed 
the frontier for a few days to get communications, 
without which I could not complete my task of 
administering the funds which the Lud people 
have so generously contributed for this special 
need, and I know not at the moment whether the 
general strike (including the railways) will permit 
of my /mmediate return. Our task in any case has 
only just commenced, but the Lord is lightening 
the way as we proceed.

“Los von Rom Movement. 


The Christian Jrishman for December con- 
tains an interesting article on the “Los von 
Rom ( Away from Rome”) movement, con- 
tributed by an eye-witness during a recent visit 
to Austria. 

The extent of the movement seems to be 
considerable. After attending Divine service 
in the principal Lutheran Church in Vienna, 
the writer had an interview with the preacher. 
He says :-— 

In an interview with the preacher at the close of 
the service I learned that the number of Roman Catholics 
joining the Lutheran Church in Vienna is # great that 
they now have a regular service for their reception once 
a month, and that in that Church alone from twenty to 
twenty-five are each month received in that way, and 
that in the whole of the city and neighbourhood about a 
thousand Roman Catholics become Lutherans annually.” 

In Prague the accessions from the Church 
of Rome are mainly among the Germans. The 
movement appears to have taken hold among 
the students of the Universities—a fact fraught 
with weighty results for the future; but the 
striking feature of the movement at the present 
time is the hold it has acquired over the artisan 
classes in different parts of Austria. 

Speaking of the attitude of the priests the 
writer says: 

They are leaving no stone unturned to arrest its 


progress. Boycotting is resorted to relentlessly wherever 
it can be carried on. In many cases those who wish to 


go over to Protestantism dare not do so, for fear of losing 


the employment on which they and their families are 
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dependent for their daily bread. Protestants are slandered 
anscrupulously. The people are incited against them from 
the pulpit and in the press. A magazine is published to 
combat the movement, of which a million copies are 
distributed monthly at the church doors. I saw hang- 
ing behind the doors of the Graz Cathedral a placard 
from the Bishop, inciting the Roman Catholics of his 
diocese against all who would turn them from their 
faith, The placard, I was informed afterwards, was at 
first bung outside the church doors all over the diocese, 
but it was so manifestly an attempt to arouse religious 
feuds that a Government that is usually a pliant tool in 
the hands of the clergy was forced to require them to 
take it down. And so it was hung inside instead of 
outside. In Marburg, a few days before I was there, 
the Bishop gave instructions that the bells of all the 
Roman Catholic churches were to be rang for an hour 
every Saturday morning as a protest. Everywhere Pro- 
testant meetings ace watched with the most scrupulous 
anxiety.” 

Yet the movement progresses in spite of all 
attempts to stop it. Of the future the writer 
says :— 

A hopeful element in it is that it is a laymen’s move- 
ment. Its leaders are largely laymen, who have felt the 
need of something better than the Church of Rome had 
to offer, and have come secking it in the Protestant 
Church. Some of these I have met, and any Church 
might be proud of them men like Karl Fraiss, who has 
abandoned a brilliant career in the legal profession to 
give his whole time and energy to the winning of his 
fellow-Styridns for the Gospel ; men like Dr. Eisenkolb, 
an able member of the Imperial Parliament, who leſt the 
Church of Rome as a protest against the treachery of its 
officials towards his fellow-countrymen, but found in the 
faith to which he turned a spiritual peace he never knew 
before, and whose eyes sparkle and fill with tears as he 
tells you of the spiritual blessings the Protestant Church 
has brought him ; and men like Peter Rosegger, the cele- 
brated poet and novelist, who, though still nominally a 
Roman Catholic, has done more than almost anyone else 
to spiritualize the movement, and win for it the con- 
fidence of his fellow-countrymen, though he prefers to 
remain connected with the Church of his childhood, so 
long as it does not turn him out. Under such leadership, 
the movement wilhgzow and prosper.” 


Government Recognition of the 
Baptists in Hungary.

ment recognition as a legally organized religious

community in accordance with the Act of 1895, 
granting religious freedom and equality. The 
Rescript of the Minister for Religion and Public 
Instruction of date November 2nd is in substance 
as follows :— 

“The Hungarian Baptists having, after a meet- 
ing held by them at Ocsa on the 1 5th of September, 
submitted to me the Baptist Ecclesiastical Con- 
stitution and the Confession of Faith of the 
Baptized Christian communities, usually called 
Baptists, with ghe petition that I should give my 
assent to their organization as modified in accord- 
ance with the views expressed by my predecessors 
in office and myself, and grant declaration of the 
legal standing of the denomination—inasmuch as 
they have fulfilled the conditions required by the 
law of 1895, XLIII, Article 7, Paragraph 2—and 
inasmuch as their Organization and Confession do 
not come into collision.with existing laws or with 
the claims of morality, and there is thus no reason 
why the standing desired should be denied them— 
I hereby declare the Baptist Association to be a 
religious community having legal standing under 
the protection and inspection of the Government.” 

The German Baptists have not applied for 
recognition, their leader, Mr. Meyer, preferring, I 
understand, to enjoy liberty without being 
“recognized.” There are, however, certain ad- 
vantages, especially as regards the religious 
education of the children, which our Hungarian 
friends obtain by “ recognition,” without, as far as 
can see, any sacrifice of principle.—I am, yours

Selections from Proceedings of the 
London Cowncil. 


Council, Newember oth, 1905. 


The Chairman (Lord Kinnaird) referred to the death 
since the previous meeting of Sir Creorge Williams, a 
Vice-president of the Alliance. The following minute 
was recorded : 

General Secretary having reported the home 
call of Sir George Williams, who for sevemeen years had 
been connected with the Coencil of the Alliance as a 
Member and Vice president, it was unamimously resolved 
to place on record the expression of the Council's deep 
regret at the loss sustained by the Christian Church in 
general, and the Alliance in particular, by the removal 
of their beloved and eminent colleague and Vice-presi- 
dent. They remember with gratitude bis genial spirit, 
his consistent Christian life, and his zealous labours for 
Gedand for good, and they desire to offer their heartfcl 
sympathy to his bereaved and sorrowing relatives.” 

The following minute was also recorded, the Secretary 
being instructed to forward a copy to the National 
Council of the V.M.C.A. :— 

The Council of the Evangelical Alliance, at their first 
meeting after the death of Sir George Williams, desire to 
express to the National Council of the V. M. C A. their 
sincerest and brotherly sympathy im the very great loss 
they have sustained by the home-call of their Founder, 
President, and large benefactor. Their prayer is that his 
work will be continued, and receive an increasing experi- 
ence of the Holy Spirit's guidance and blessing.” 

It was decided that a deputation from the Council 
should attend the funeral of Sir George Williams in St. 
Paul's Cathedral. 

The Secretary drew attention to the deplorable 
massacres of Jews taking place in Russia, and 
intimated a desire which had been expressed that the 
Evangelical Alliance would convene a meeting of the 
Christian public for prayer and conference in the interests 
of the safferers. The Secretary was instructed to make 
arrangements for a meeting to take place in Exeter Hall 
on Saturday afternoon, December 18th. 

Rev. W. Fuller Gooch then reported on the visit of 
the Alliance deputation to Copenhagen. It was resolved 
to record the following minute, and forward tLe same to 


the Hon. Secretary of the Danish Branch: 


The Council of the Evangelical Alliance (British 
Organization) have heard to-day with deepest gratitude 
to Ged of the Divine success and blessing which have 
attended the series of meetings just held in Copenhagen 
by the Danish Branch. The deputation sent out by 
the Council have returned filled with joy and praise 
at what they have seen and heard with and from their 
Danish brethren. The Council bid God-speed to the 
forward movement being made in Denmark, and 
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earnestly promise co-operation in every way possible. 
They trust to bear of continued showers of blessing 
upon all endeavours made to promote the unity of 
true believers in Copenhagen, Denmark, and other parts 
of Scandinavia.” , 

The Secretary reported on the recent meetings for 
testimony to the integrity of God's Word, which bad 
been largely attended, and upon which much bicsing 
had been bestowed. The Council resolved to proceed 
with similar gatherings in Manchester, Birmingham, 
Ur tol, acd Igewich, if local interest and funds allow. 
It was further decided to isewe the addresses given at 
the King's Hall and Brixton in book form. 

Seventeen new nitmbers were duly clected. The 
Baron Waldemar Uixkull was elected a life member of 
the British O: ganization. 

Executive Council, December 14th, 1905. 

A letter from the Dean of Canterbury was read, Dr. 
Wace consenting to become a Vice-president of the 
Alhance. 

The Secretary reported that so far alout £170 had 
been received at the Alliance House for persecuted Jews 
in Russia. 

It was decided to send a second remittance of £100 
to Berlin on account of the Alliance Bilde School and 
the Kussian students in training. 

The Secretary reported on the Annual Confcrence in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and on deputation work in Ealing, 
Easttourne, South London, Bournemouth, Langholm, 
Richmond, and Liverpool. 

In view of widening interest in the wok of the 
Alliance the Council decided to f-issue EVANGELICAL 
CHRISTER DOM, wbich for over fifty years was the monthly 
organ of the Alliance. The income of the Alliance not 
permitting a monthly issue, it was decided to issuc it 
bi-monthly for the present, and to send it as usual to all 
members and subscribers receiving the late Zvengeltcal 
Alliance Quarterly, 

The Diamond Jubilee of the Alliance was considered, 
and the subject postponed to the next meeting of Council. 
Seventeen new members were duly elected. 


Bournemouth. 

A meeting of the local auxiliary was held in the 
Shaftesbury Hall on Wednesday, November 29th, at 
3 p-m., Rev. E. J. Kennedy, of St. John’s. Boscombe, 
presided. Rev. I. D. Jones, M. A., B. D., of Richmond 
Hill Congregational Church, gave an address on Chris tian 
Unity. Speaking of the mecessity for unity amongst 
Christians, Mr. Jones referred to the growing forces of 
materialism, militarism, and indifferentism, and the 
inability of the Christian Church to successfully combat 
these evils owing to its divided state.
